Youngsters used to get quite a 
k ick out of reading one of Hora­ 
tio G. Alger’s book s, wherein a 
poor boy climbed to fame and 
fortune. Most generally the con­ 
clusion would evok e a smile 
because it was mere fiction. 
All around us we see examples 
where just a common chap tak es 
advantage of opportunities and 
climbs to the top, just lik e the 
heroes in an Alger book . 
Mr. Ay res, who has consider­ 
able other holdings, is an out­ 
standing example for Rush coun­ 
ty boy s—that it tak es determina­ 
tion to overcome poverty and 
mak e good in a big way .

LEWIS XND HIS NOTO ONIONS 


Plan To Unionize 150,000 Work ­ 
ers in Ford’s Plant 
Will Meet With 
Opposition 


jBy the Asso cia ted Press 
Detroit, April 8 —The United 
Automobile Work ers of America 
undertook today one of the most 
formidable of its enterprises—the 
unionization of the 150,000 em­ 
ploy es of the vast Ford Motor 
company . 
John L. Lewis, head of the 
committee for industrial organi­ 
zation, enunciated this objec­ 
tive last nght just after Henry 
Ford had proclaimed that his in­ 
dustrial empire would “ney er rec­ 
ognize” the U. A. W. A. or any 
other union. 
Lewis was a speak er at a mass 
meeting of union members in 
the state fairgrounds coliseum. 
The huge throng, overflowing the 
building, shouted its approval of 
the agreement between the U. A. 
W. A. and the Chry sler Corpora­ 
tion ending a strik e in its eight 
Detroit plants. 
Ford expressed his stand to­ 
ward unions at Way s, Ga., in re­ 
vealing a “brief cessation of ac­ 
tivities” in his company ’s factory 
at Kansas City .

EXP LANATION GIVEN TO 


4-5 P OULTRY P ROGRAM 


Lafay ette, 
Ind.,

“There’s a big mov ement among 
Indiana poultry raisers to enlist 
in the grea*f4-S program,” states 
William Kohlmey er, Purdue uni­ 
v ersity poultry ex tension special­ 
ist. “There are no secrets about 
this progressiv e program as the 
cardinal principles are: scrape, 
sweep, scrub and spray .” 
The coming of the baby chick 


season finds careful poultry rais­ 
ers preparing 
their 
brooding 
eq uipment for use, say s Kohl­ 
mey er. Thorough cleaning of the 
brooder house is adv isable as a 
precaution against disease loss­ 
es. Old litter should be scraped 
loose and swept out of the brood­ 
er house. Also dust and d irt on 
window sills and ledges should be 
remov ed. The floor and sidewalls 
may then be scrubbed with a so­ 
lution of one-fourth pound of 
household ly e in fiv e gallons of 
boiling water. 
An old broom or a scrubbing 
brush fitted to a handle makes 
a good srubbing tool. Care should 
be taken to av oid getting the 
caustic ly e solution on 
one’s 
clothing or skin. When the floor 
is clean many Indiana poultry - 
men rinse it with clean w ater in 
order to remov e or dilute any re­ 
maining ly e solution. 
As an added precaution, some 
Hoosier poultry raisers follow the 
scrubbing with a 
disinfectant 
spray . A three per cent water so­ 
lution of a coal-tar preparation 
is commonly used. 
Such a cleaning and disinfect­ 
ing program should be completed 
early enough so th at the brooder 
house can be dried out before the 
arriv al of the baby chicks.

tiv ities on 
'u esday , March 30. 
Ru sh cou n- r farmers hav e re­ 
ceiv ed or hav e had ap p rov ed p ay ­ 
ments totaling $160.698 .64. 
Within thè nex t week , Vogler 
states, the second and last p ay ­ 
m ent on the 1936 p rogram for 71 
cou nties will be started throu gh 
the au diting dep artm ents of the 
General Accou nting Office, and 
will be p aid soon thereafter from 
the Chicago div ision of the Gen­ 
eral Disbu rsing Office of the U.

EXPECTED NEXT FALL 


“The fou rteen affiliated Farm 
Bu reau Hatcheries, located in the 
different p arts of the state of In­ 
diana, were not organized ju st 
for baby chick p rodu ction, bu t 
are work ing on a definitely ou t­ 
lined p lan or p rogram to imp rov e 
the p ou ltry in Indiana and mak e 
the bu siness more p rofitable for 
ou r Indiana farmers,” said Jos­ 
ep h Schenk , manager of the 
Farm Bu reau Hatchery Dep art­ 
ment. 
“Rep orts of hatcheries ov er the 
cou ntry show adv ance book ings 
to be 40 p er cent below last y ear, 
which will mean higher egg p ric­ 
es nex t fail. The ex cep tionally 
large hatch of chick s last season 
has made the p ast y ear not so 
satisfactory fcr the p ou ltry rais­ 
ers. Most bu y ers of chick s are 
tak ing conserv ativ e, owing to the 
low p rice of p ou ltry meat, the 
high cost of feed and the u n­ 
certainty of the egg p rices this 
y ear. 
“At this time the storage eggs 
are p retty well sold ou t, leav ing 
the smallest v olu me of eggs in 
cold storage for sev eral y ears,” 
continu ed Mr. Schenk . “Unu su al­ 
ly fine weather and the small de­ 
mand for hatching eggs has held 
down the p rice du ring the p ast 
sev eral week s. 
“The av erage nu mber of hens 
and p u llets of lay ing age p er 
farm flock is still below normal. 
Althou gh increased in the p ast 
two y ears, the net figu re is still 
below the long time av erage. 
Shou ld the p resent trend contin­ 
u e as started this y ear, the in­ 
crease made in the last two y ears 
will be lost. 
“According to rep orts from the 
Bu reau of Agricu ltu ral Econom­ 
ics, Washington, D. C., the nu m ­ 
ber of chick s hatched so far this 
season is abou t 24 p er cent below 
the same p eriod last y ear. The 
p ou ltry cy cle seems to ru n in 
three y ear p eriods; 1931 was the 
low y ear in nu mber of chick s 
hatched; then in 1932 and 1933 
there was an increase in chick s 
hatched and in 1934 there was a 
decrease; while 1935 and 
1936 
both showed an increase. This 
p lainly shows that 1937 will show 
a smaller ou tp u t of chick s. 
“Ev en with these u nu su al con­ 
ditions. the Farm Bu reau H at­ 
cheries hav e been able to contin­ 
u e op erating fu ll cap acity u p to 
the p resent time, and ex p ect to 
do so the remainder of the sea­ 
son,” said Mr. Schenk .

“CLEAN-UP" ARE GIVEN 


Su ggestions for Ru sh cou nty 
farmers, who wou ld lik e to stage 
a “farm cleanu p ” sometime du r­ 
ing the nex t two week s, were re­ 
ceiv ed today by E. F. Brown, 
cou nty agricu ltu ral agent, from 
Pu rdu e Veterinary sp ecialists. 
The first objectiv e, sp ecialists 
ou tlined, shou ld be to wip e ou t 
sou rces of infection which har­ 
bor liv estock disease germs from 
y ear to y ear, costing local farm ­ 
ers thou sands of dollars in liv e­ 
stock losses. 
Fill in or drain mu d-holes and 
remov e litter from 
the y ards, 
bu rning the litter whenev er p os­ 
sible. It is best to hau l old straw 
stack s and m anu re to a field 
where liv estock can not come in 
contact with it and where it can 
be p lowed u nder. The Pu rdu e 
v eterinary 
sp ecialists 
su ggest 
closing entrance p laces abou t old 
bu ildings to p rev ent hogs and 
p ou ltry from being u nder them. 
It is u su ally better to remov e old, 
tu mble-down bu ildings, and rid 
the p remises of these u nsightly 
landmark s. 
Eradicate rats, mice, p igeons 
and sp arrows, which are great 
germ carriers; sp read cru shed 
rock or shale arou nd water tank s; 
and clean and disinfect all bu ild­ 
ings u sed by animals. 
Many animals and p ou ltry dis­ 
eases are sp read by diseased 
indiv idu als that ap p ear to be in 
good health. Su ch disease car­ 
riers alway s shou ld be remov ed 
from the herd or flock and p rop ­ 
erly disp osed of, or the “clean­ 
u p ” will not be effectiv e. Animals 
infested with lice or other p ara­ 
sites shou ld be treated. Immed­ 
iately after the remov al of the 
disease carrier, the hou ses o f 
stables shou ld be cleaned and a 
reliable disinfectant shou ld be 
u sed on. the clean su rfaces. 
Local v eterinarians and Cou n­ 
ty Agent Brown hav e many other 
su ggestions that Ru sh cou nty 
farmers may find help fu l in wag­ 
ing the “clean-u p ” camp aign.

FARM AND

PERENNIAL GARDENS 
Accordin g to Webster, peren ­ 
n ial mean s u n ceasin g; en du rin g, 
an d an Herbaceou s peren n ial is 
a plan t wh ose roots liv e on from 
y ear to y ear, bu t wh ose tops, n ot 
bein g of woody tissu e, die down 
each fall. Th e tops grow u p again 
from th e liv in g roots each sprin g 
an d make rapid growth to th e 
n atu ral h igh t. 
Th erefore peren n ial 
garden s 
are 
composed 
prin cipally , 
of 
plan ts of th is n atu re, an d giv e 
th at brillian t dash of color n ec- 
esssary for an in terestin g lan d­ 
scape plan tin g. Alth ou gh n o two 
peren n ial garden s are th e same, 
y et th ey fall in to two main div i­ 
sion s—formal an d in formal. Th e 
formal garden is design ed with 
straigh t lin es, regu lar cu rv es, 
perfect sy mmetry an d closely 
clipped edges. It is v ery gran d 
an d impressiv e in appearan ce 
an d if close atten tion to scale is 
observ ed, may be made effectiv e 
ev en in limited area. It is gen ­ 
erally en closed as a u n it. 
Th e in formal peren n ial gar­ 
den may take a v ariety of differ­ 
en t forms. It may be a border 
plan tin g in itself with some sort 
of backgrou n d, or it may partly 
fill a deep bay in th e sh ru b bord­ 
er or may form a plan tin g fore­ 
grou n d for a trellis. In an y of its 
n u merou s forms, th e peren n ial 
garden rev eals th e taste an d skill 
of th e design er, for th is reason 
av oid th e isolated flower bed 
wh ich breaks ou t like a rash on 
th e lawn . No flower garden sh ou ld 
be plan n ed with ou t its 
back­ 
grou n d. If th e backgrou n d does 
n ot ex ist on e sh ou ld be design ed 
as a part of th e proposed garden . 
Color in an y flower garden is 
an im portan t con sideration . All 
garden s h av e color an d y et all 
garden s are n ot pleasin g. Colors 
in th emselv es are n ot u gly . Beau ­ 
ty is presen t in an y on e color, 
th e u glin ess appears wh en col­ 
ors wh ich do n ot h armon ize are 
brou gh t togeth er. Ju st as two 
mu sical n otes each of 
wh ich 
alon e is a beau tifu l ton e, may — 
wh en sou n ded togeth er—produ ce 
a discord, so may colors, wh ich 
are n ot in h armon y with each 
oth er, clash . Proper color combi­ 
n ation s is on e of th e v ery most 
im portan t elemen ts in plan n in g 
th e flower garden . 
Green is n atu re’s ch ief color.

FERTILIZING ALFALFA 


C O H O PROFITABLE

Farmers, is y ou r wh eat y ellow­ 
ish green in color? If so, it is 
probably in n eed of some qu ickly 
av ailable n itrogen . Top dressin g 
wh eat with n itrogen ou s m ater­ 
ials h as been fou n d to be profit­ 
able in man y parts of In dian a 
an d especially in n orth ern Hoos- 
er cou n ties. 
Nitrogen deficien t wh eat may 
be top dressed an y time prev iou s 
to April 20 a t th e rate of 20 
pou n ds of n itrogen per acre. To 
apply th is am ou n t of n itrogen , 
it will be n ecessary to u se abou t 
100 pou n ds of eith er ammon iu m 
su lph ate or calciu m cy an amid or 
125 pou n ds of n itrate of soda. It 
h as been fou n d th at th e 
in ­ 
creased n u mber of bu sh els pro­ 
du ced th rou gh top dressin g act­ 
u ally cost farmers approx imately 
35 cen ts each . 
Wh ere alfalfa is to be seeded 
with oats th is sprin g, it will be 
fou n d profitable to u se a fertiliz­ 
er con tain in g eith er ph osph ate 
or potash or both , depen din g u p­ 
on th e ty pe of soil, cropmg sy s­ 
tem, an d treatm en t th e lan d h as 
h ad du rin g prev iou s y ears. 
As a gen eral recommen dation 
for alfalfa, san dy soils of th e 
n orth sh ou ld receiv e 200 to 250 
pou n ds of an 0-10-20 or 0-8 -24 
per acre. Silt loams of cen tral 
In dian a sh ou ld receiv e 200 to 300 
pou n ds of an 0-12-12 or 0-14-17 
per acre. In some cases, especial­ 
ly on san ds an d mu cks, straigh t 
potash may be most profitable 
wh ile an acid soil th at h as been 
limed recen tly , an d wh ere th e 
lan d h as receiv ed liberal applica­ 
tion s of man u re, ph osph ate may 
be most profitabe. Th e u se of n i­ 
trogen for alfalfa is seldom pro­ 
fitable if eith er th e seed to be 
plan ted h s been well in ocu lated 
or th e soil h as grown good stan ds 
of in ocu lated plan ts prev iou sly .

PUN SAFETY MOVE 


The Nation al Safety Cou n cil 
| reports that fatal d omestic acci­ 
d en ts n ow take a toll, secon d on ­ 
ly to that of au tomobiles. In ju r­ 
ies in the home which are less 
than fatal are more n u merou s 
than in ju ries elsewhere. Ex pos­ 
u re to d omestic accid en ts is far 
greater than ex posu re to an y 
other kin d ; for most people spen d 
a third or more of their time at 
home, whereas, d u rin g on ly a few 
hou rs each d ay , they are su bject 
to hazard s of the street. An y well 
man aged home has fewer possi­ 
bilities of accid en t in the mu lti­ 
tu d e of activ ities that make u p a 
d ay in the home. 
The Home Econ omic lead ers 
will meet on Thu rsd ay , April 15 
at the cou rt hou se to stu d y this 
su bject with Miss Meta M artin of 
Pu rd u e Ex ten tion Departmen t. 
Mis*, M artin will presen t to these 
lead ers 44 qu estion s for stu d y on 
this su bject. She will show that 
on e third of all home accid en ts 
are d u e to falls, 21,000 d eaths in 
1934 were cau sed by falls. On e- 
fou rth of them were d u e to falls 
on stairway s. It is estimated that 
700,000 person s who fall d own 
stairs each y ear pay an av erage 
of $132.00 for the priv lege. 
Du rin g April an d May , Home 
Econ omics Clu b members will 
make a con certed d riv e on the 
elimin ation of su ch hazard s in 
Ru sh cou n ty homes.
